The proposed changes to claim 9 raises new issues that require further 35 USC 112 analysis. Even with the proposed changes the 
source of the image data in claim 9 is unclear when read in association with the wherein clause for the reasons given in the Final Rejection 
mailed on 04/09/2008. As stated in the Final Rejection claim 1 more clearly claims the source of the image data: Claim 1 
at line 3-6 claims the source of the image data by claiming "the user interface defined to display a data that is being received from an 
application executing in a telematics server, the data being received from the application executing in the telematics server 
via a carlet application running in the telematics client". Similar language from claim 1 may assist in better defining the source of the image 
data. 

The proposed changes to claim 14 would ovecome the 35 (JSC 112 second paragraph rejection of that claim set forth in the Final 
Rejection mailed on 04/09/2008. 

Claims 1-7 and 21 remain allowed.
